HORRIBLE DEVASTATION. 

The relief committee avoard the Lamar con 
sisted of twenty citizens from Beaumont and 
shout forty from Orange. They traveled up 
the Neches river between 4 p. m. and mid- 
ight, which was an extraordinary trip 
frenght with fearfal janger. Twenty five of 
ibe committee were left at Sabine Passto make 
sitempts to recover some of the bodies, many of 
=bxh are reported to have been washed 
derens ef miles over into Lonisiana. The 
members of the relief committee who

MTRACULOUS ESCAPES. 

Thi:ty five of the victims were white and fifiy 
five colored. Joseph Smith, a famous local 
character known ag@Aliligator’ Smith, was 
m@pposed to be among the lost, as people on 
the relief train saw him driviog before the 
guile on Lake Sabine at the rate of twenty five 
Great was the surprise, there- 
fore. when “Alligator” overhauled a steamer 
on its return bringing witn him, in his small 
boat, three persons whom he had rescaedin 
ibe swamp. Many other wmiracalous 
escapes are recorded. Ninety-one half clad,shiv 
wise, wretched victims were brought up om tse 
Lewmar. B'ankets and bedding were im nadi- 
siely procured for the comfort of the heart- 
broken sufierers, every oneof whom ha3 some 
écer friend or relative emong the dead. Near- 
Ipsli refugees are sick and prostrated from 
exheustion and hunger. They are being tea- 
ée1ly cared for by the citizens of Beaumont. 

AN APPEAL FOR THE DESTITUTS, 

Dr. B. F. Calhoun,one of the relief committee, 
says there are many personsin the vicinity of 
the pass who are utterly destitute, being with- 
cutcloching to cover their nakedness, Dr. 
Celboun requests all correspondents to ask aid 
for the destitnte. He says it makes no dif- 
ference what is sent, whether food, clothing, 
medicine or money; thes need them all. Dr, 
Calhoun is mayor of Beaumont, and he will 
distribute through committees whatever is 
sentto him.

UFFAIA, October 15.—The gale which vi 
ited Buffalo lastnight did a vat amount of 
demage, Fora time wind reached a velocity 
ofreventy milesan hour. On the lake front 
in the vicinity of what is known as Soa Wall, 
forty «miall houses were totally destroyed by 
the wind and water, and several persons per- 
ished. Among thema sailor named Chas.

which are unknown, Twenty or thirty fam‘ 
lies have boon rendered dostitate, and apoeal 
for aid bas been issued. Throughout the city 
many buildings were damaged.

TRACING THE STORM, 

WASHINGTON, October 15.—Thestorm which 
hes becn working such havoc among the coast 
towns of Texas, was first heard of by the sig- 
nal cflice on the 10th instant,as being south- 
west of Cuba and apparently working its way 
slowly around the western end of the island 
and northward. During that day and 
the next it was traced upward toward the 
coast of Florida and Alabama, and promised 
to expend its energies somewhere over north- 
ern Alabama and Tenno:see, or mak- 
ing its way across Florida north westwardly, 
ultimately develop high winds along the 
Atiantic coast. Bat in this purpsse—if for 
convenience the elements may be credited 
with purpose—it was defeated, since before it 
reached tho coast it encountered an extsasive 
field of high barometer and dry air covering 
the Atlantic coast which it was unable to pea- 
etrate or surmount. By thisit was, deflected 
along the gulf coast westwardly, mani- 
festing itseif in “dangerous winds and 
high tides’ at Pensacola on the ilth 
its outskirts totching New Orsleans on the 
i2th ann its fail energy striking the coast be- 
tween New Orleans and Galveston on tho 
afternoon of the12ch. It was nota remarka- 
bie storm, as the gulf storm go, and its only 
apparent)y exceptional feature was the routs 
it traveled, piling up the waters before it and 
pouring them upon the low coast of Texas. 
Tbe people on the coast of the Gaif of Mex- 
ico were given about forty houra notice of the 
coming of this storm. 

A HUBRICANE IN ENGLAND. 

Lonpon, October 15—Tho wind, waich 
began blowinga galelast night, has been 
ivcréasing allaay and tonightis blowinga 
hurricane, the storm extending over the ontire 
south west coast of England and [relaad. Sari- 
ous damage toshipping is reported at Fal- 
mouth, Cowes and Piymouth. Several build- 
ings bave been wrecked at Brighton. Tairty 
ships bave taken refage in Boynes’ harbor, on 
ibe river Shannon. Two wrecks have been 
sigvalledin Bantry bay. It is feared that 
many casualties will be reported.

Citizen George is a gentleman whose books I 
have read with great pleasure. George’s ideas are 
impracticable andare not for the benefit of the 
working men. 

Mr. Depew spoke of the necessity of putting 
young men forward and concluded by nomi- 
pating Theodore Roosevelt for mayor. 

Mr. Roosevelt was unanimously declared 
the candidate of party for mayor. 

The rest of the ticket chosen was as follows:

Goeble, register; Edward 
Mitchell, justice of the supreme court; Gran- 
ville P. Hawes, fer judge of superior court.

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THE GREAT STRIKE. 


CAUSE AND EFFECT OF THE TROU- 
BLEON SOUTH WBST&RN ROADS. 


Report of Special Agent Litchman to the Knigtts 
of Labor Oonvention—The Newly Blected 
Officers Installed—Resolu s in BRe- 
gard to Social Baquality—Etc. 


RICHMOND, Va, October 15.—When the 
general assembly of the Knights of Labor 
went into seseion this morning, the first busi- 
neas to be completed was the olection of the 
remaining general officers and two members 
of the general co operative board, It was ex- 
pected that this would take but a short time, 
and that the consideration of the report on the 
revision of the constitution, presented by the 
committee on law, would be resumed, This 
in turn was to be followed by reports from 
other committees, nearly all of which are 
ready to report. Among the first to be pre- 
sented is the report of the committee oa the 


state of the order, of which Ralph Beaumont | 


is chaietman, This report indortes the report 
of thé committee on legislation, of which 
Beaumost is also chairman, and recom- 


mends that the. eéupplementary report 
of the same committee, in which a 
plan for a congress composed of 
representatives of Knights of Labor to be es- 
tablished at Washington, be sent out to all local 
assemblies for their approval. Beaumont is 
Caily in receipt of letters, both from Kuights 
of Labor and others commending his idea. The 
comm ittee on thestate of the order also in- 
dorees the general master workman’s address 
io the general assembly, and recommenda the 
indorsement of the report of Charles H. Litch- 
wen, special agent appointed by the goneral 
master workman to represent the order before 
the congressional committee appointed to in- 
vestigate the cause and effect of the South- 
wettern railroad strikes. In his report Litch- 
man recites that hearipgs were had at Various 
places in Texas snd Arkansas, and says: 

Testimony in behalf of the railrcal was maioly 
to show what eee damage had been caused by 
the strike to the railroad eropersy and commerce; 
that it had been begun on a frivolous pretext with- 
ont real cause, and: hat the order of the Knights 
of Labor was directly responsible for all damage 
cone, and all acts of violence committed. With 
vplimited resources at. their command it was com- 
paratively ony for railroad officials to carefully 
orill their witnesses in the line of statements 
which should fit each other, and this prelimiaary 
drilling was painfully apparent in the tes:imouy 
given Likea lot of parrots, they all echoed state- 
ments that the only cause they had ever heard 
atsigied for a strike was the discharge of a man 
rem+d Hall, at Marshall, Texas. Tne ludicrous 
sameness of thisreply finally upset the digaity of 
the com mittee,and after being repeated some sixty 
a. never failed to bring a broad smile to their 

aces. 

in testimony presented on bebalf of the order, 
we endeavured to show that the contract of 1855 
has been persistently broken and that a long line 
of grievances bave been suffered uncomplained of 
and considered by the disiricts involved. a: d that 
while tne district assembly was in session at Mar- 
shell, matters colminated in the discharge of 
Brother C A. Hall upon a flimsy pretext. 

Asan expcsition of the case from the stand- 
point of men who struck, the testimony sefore 
the committee at Parsons, Texas, by Edward 
B. Hollis, one of the strikers, is quoted. Con- 
cinding his report, Litchman says: 

The testimony of other witnesses at various 
places Was corroborative of that of Brother Hollis, 
and showed conclusively the existence of valid 
reatons of complaint aad the system of petty ty- 
ranny Om the part of railroad under bosses, which 
wete besond the power of human forbearance to 
patientiy endure. Ailthrough the investigation 
one fact was plainly shown, whica cou!d not fail 
to gain the sdmiration*of al’, and that was the un- 
ewelvirg loyalty of members in obediense to 
orders of their superiors when word to strike came. 
In many instances the question was asked: “Would 
you strike again under similar circumstances?’ 
‘Most assuredly, yes,”” was the unfaltering seene. 
I cannot but think, asa result of my investiga. 
ticn, that the railroad company 
bed its spies in our assemblies 
2nd was fully informed of every move made, and 
tLe action contemplated. Kuowing that the 
di: coutent existing would soon provoke a conflict, 
the company quictly massed large surplus of help 
in that section ana held them in readiness for 
emergency. The com was better p-epared 
than the men. I have no doubt that the claim of 
brother Hollis was correct; that the knights had 
good reasonsto believe the engineers would joiu 
them for a prominent railroad officia! told me per- 


sopally, that the road fully expected thatthe en- — 


gineeis would join the knights, and had quietly 
airanged to bring engineers from a distance to 
teke their places. Fortunately he said, we were 
able to make an arrangement by which the en- 
gineers remained loyal, and men from distance 
were notheeded, 

Perbaps the opportune visit of P. M. Arthur, 
abiet of Brotherno».d of Locomotive Engineers, to 
ibe southwest just atthat time may have been 
1eferred to. It ia aony enough now to say that the 
strike was ill-timed, ill adyised and badly man- 
eged. Itis easy enough now to make Martin [roos 
a scapegoat and say he ordered the strike witnout 
authority, but the truth is that every local assem- 
bly voted to give the district board power to de- 
mand an edjusimentof the grievances complain- 
ed of and the reinstatement of Brother Hail. If 
the board erred in scting prematurely and with- 
out proper consultation with the general execu- 
tive board, or aknowledge of the resources they 
could command to carry on the strike, the disas- 
trous failure of the strike is sufficient punishment 
withoutany harsh criticism from me. Among the 
interesting facts developed in the course of inves- 
tigation was the existence of a black list upon 
which was placed the names of all persons dis- 
charged. There is reason to believe that these 
biack lists are interchanged among railroads, thus 
making it difficult fora man dischar by one 
railroad to get employment upon another. 

Litchman adds he purposely submits the re- 
port without recommendation and says he ac: 
knowledges with gratitude the consideration 
with which he was treated by the congres- 
sional committee—committee on legislation, 
among other bills before congress that it re- 
commends names Poindexter bill ia favor of 
New York pilots. 

Bes So: Hee eee of Michigan, was elected 
member of the general co-operative — 
Daniel R. Gilson, of Hamilton, Oatario, was 
elected co-operation agent. This completed the 
election of general officers and their installa- 
tion immediately followed and Mr. Powderly 
addressing tho general assembly ex-

FIREIN ARMORY HALL.

Damaged. 

RICHMOND, Va., October 15 —Fire was dis- 
covered shor:y before ten o’clock tonight on 
theamain floor of Armory hall, where the gen- 
etalissembly sits.

THE BASTPORT FIRE. 


It Rages For Ten Hours Before it is Sup- 
pressed. 

Eastport, Me., October 15.—The fire which 
broke out atthis place yesterday afternoon, 
raged furiously for ten hours, defying all 
«fforts to control or arrest it, It started in 
Caper & McClean’s sardine factory, and swept 
in a northerly direction along the water 
front and through j§§§ Water street, 
burning ten sardine factories, two hotels 
about thirty dwelling houses, the custom 
nouse and the postefiice, and every place of 
business where goods of any description were 
kept for saleexcopt two small grocery stores, 
which were out of the path of the fire. It is 
impossible at this time to make an accurate 
statement of the losses sustained, or to ascer- 
tain the amount of insurance, but the total 
loss will probably amount to at least $500,000, 
partly covered by insurance, except the loss on 
the sardine factories, which could not procure 
insurance, The factories gave employment to 
at least 2,000 persons, who are now deprived of 
their means of support, Much sufferiag must 
ensue unless immediate aid is rendered. Con- 
tributions can be forwarded to Hon. N. B. 
Nutt, collector of customs. Telegraphic com- 
munication was cut off at 4 p.m. yesterday, and 
has just been reopened, 

It is raining heavily now and the fires are 
extinguished. The aggregate loss is estimated 
by the chief engiveer of the fire departmont 
and insarance agents, at $500,000, Tae Pas- 
ssmaquaddy hotel, Island house, Frontier 
house and American house were burned. The 
Savings bank, Frontier National bank, and 
customho all brick buildings, were totally 
destroyed. The Frontier bank building was 
supposed to be fireproof, The custombouse, 
postofiice and United States signal office 
records and books were burned as well as the 
offices of both newspapers published here, the 
Standard and Sentinel. ‘ 

The fire commenced in the drying room of 
Capen’s sardine factory at2o’clock. Sixty-. 
eight dwellings, eight factories, one wharf, two 
hotels, five boarding houses and one handred 
and thirty stores, offices and business places 
were destroyed, and about one hundred fami 
lies rendered homless. Very little provisions 
or clothing were saved, and many families are 
in sore distress. The mayor of Calais has tel- 
egrapbed an offer of aid,

Both men were white, and. were ditching oa 
farmin that county, After wading, through 
the wars ot testimony taken atthe trial, all 
that appears in the way of provocation is this: 
Abcut three years before, Ellfott asked Norris 
for a chew of tebacee. Norris gave it to him, 
but the tobacco was of such poor quality that 
Eliott threw it away, makiog some slighting 
semark about it). Norris was very poor, and 
Euliott’s action. provoked him, but he seeming- 
ly took no offense. At the time of the killiag 
Norris was working for six dollars a month. 
He and Ellictt- on the. day previous, were 
working side by side. when k'- 
liott again asked for a chew of. tobac 
co. Norris « gave it to him, and Elliot: 
again threw it away, remarking upon ita poor 
quality, and adding some remark about Nor- 
ris’s poverty. From the evidence Norris made 
up his mind to kill him, but there was not a 
favorable opportunity. On the day followiag 
they were working together, Elliott had a 
shovel, working in advance of Norris, and the 
Suddeuly Norris hit E‘liott 
a terrible blow on the bick of the head with 
the hee, felling him to the ground, He then 
took the shovel of his victim and beat him to 
death with it, 

His conduct in this bloody tragedy, and on 
previous occasions, gave evidence that his 
mind was unbalanced, and on his trial at the 
July term of the Haralson superior coart, bis 
counsel putin the piesa of insanity. When the 
case was called, Hon. Joseph A. Blance, lead- 
ing counsel for the detense, asked fora con- | 
tinuance on account of the absenceof material 
witnesses. He putthe prisoner on the stand 
and asked him to make oath that he was not 
ready fortrial, The prisoner said: “I an 
not going todo it.” The motion to continne 
was overruled. Norris was convicted aud 
eentenced to hang September 24th. The case 
did not go to the supreme court, but the mat- 
ter has been laid beforethe governor, with 
the indorsement of the presiding judge, with 
the request thata respite be granted antil 
careful inquiry can be made into the mental 
condition of the prisoner, The governor 
granted a respite uatil ghe 15th of October, 
when he decided to let the law take its course.

The ap- 
peal is also extended tothe people of South 
Carolina, and it is based on arguments that 
are absolutely unanswerable. ‘They are the 
arguments that THE ConsTiITUTION has em- 
ployed to remind our people of the daty 
they owe to Atlanta. The position taken 
by Tur ConstTITUTION, and the great ma- 
jority of the citizens of Atlanta, is that every 
dollar expended for the products of home 
enterprises finds its way back into the pock- 
ets of the person who spends it, in the shape 
of the enlarged benefits that arise from the 
increase of population and capital,. and in 
the shape of the increased prosperity which 
successful industries bring to a community. 

We need not go over these arguments 
here. They are well understood in 
Atlanta and in Georgia. We are 
fomewhat surprised, however, that 
they should find favor in the eyes of the 
News and Courier, for they comprise the 
very essence of protection. The motto of 
Atlanta is, support and build up your home 
industries, even though you are called on to 
pay a little more for their products than for 
those of competing enterprises. The slight 
increase in price is what the free-traders call 
*a tax on consumers,’’ but the most thought- 
less person will perceive that this so-called 
tax enables the struggling industries to suc- 
eeed, and that their success confers upon 
ihe copsumer tangible and substantial bene- 
fits many times greater than the ‘‘tax’’ 
which is causing the free-trade theorists so 
much trouble. 

Now, the point we desire to make is that 
what is true in respect of a community like 
Atlanta, is also true of a state like Georgia 
and of a country like the United States. If 
itis forthe hbenetit of the people of At- 
lanta that her industries should be built up 


and increased, it is for the benefit of Georgia 


and of the south that their industrial re- 
sources should be increased. The people of 
the north have enjoyed such benefits for 
mapby years. The farmers of that section 
have enjoyed the benefits of home markets 
for so long that they are enabled to make 
money without*resorting tothe drudgery 
that isneceisary in those regions where there 
is practically no home markets. They have 
established dairy and truck farms, and the 
growth and spread of industrial enterprises 
have brought profitable markets right to 
their doors. 

The south will have taken a long step for- 
ward when the farmers of this section insist 
npon a policy on the part of their represent- 
atives in congress that will give them the 
benefit of home markets.

CAPTAIN JOHN F, JONES. 


The War Record of the Captain of the 
Atlanta Artillery, 
From the Guyton, Ga., Chronicle, 

This young corps has honored itself in select. 
ing for their commander a veteran of the lost 
cause, It will be most te ba every sur- 
viving member of the Third Georgia roz'- 
ment to hear that their gallant major still 
survives the shock of time and is sidered 
young enough to reenter the militia service of 
the state. bb oe py yoars ago, Joha I’. 
Jones, then captain of the young Guards of 
Covington, Ga, was mate major of the Taird 
Georgia, and led that famous Georgia com- 
mand through many hard fought battles. His 
most conspicuous service, that which attracted 
the attention of his superiors, was ced 
at Chancellorsvilic on the 24 and 34 of May, 
1863, We well remember when the. peerless 
Ranse Wright, the distingnished brother of 
State Senator elect H. G. Wright, of this 
district, and father of Comptroller General 
Wright, under the immediate supervision of 
Stonewall Jackson moved his brigade on the 
left of the plank road leading from Freder- 
icksburg to Chancellorsviile with his right 
resting thereon, to clear the way for Jackson's 
successful movement tothe flank and rear of 
Hooker’s army. Major Jones, commanding 
the Third Goorgia, then deployed in front as 
skirmishers, p forward, driving the ono- 
my to their outer line of works, where the 
regiment, single-handed, contended with a 
brigade of the enemy till sundown. This was 
a severe fight, and enabled General Jackson to 
move undisturbed to the right and rear of 
Howard’s corps. On the morning of the third, 
Geneial Wright moved the brigade forward on 
the line of federal breastworks, made by fal- 
len treesin front with the limbs sharpened, 
while behind were posted heavy. batteries to 
protect them by direct and flank fires, 

ere we had one of. the severest fighte of 
the war for an hour, the enemy pouring in a 
terrific fire of shot and shell with double 
charges of grape and canister. The roaring 
of Jackeon’s guns coming nearer and louder 
on the federal right, we charged the breast- 
works, driving them back to a second line of 
Our gallant Jones was here seen at 
his best. Jackson’s guas had been turned too 
far to the right, and was pouring an enfilading 
fire in our own ranks, which caused the com- 


mand to halt nntil the gallant Pelham, of 
Stuart’s Horse Artillery, conld be informed of 


the mistake. Once rectified, we again moved 
forward in column of regiments, with the id 
Georgia in front, and, leaping the rifle pits, 
we drove the enemy from the field. 

It was at this time hundreds of federal pris- 
oners were being captured. Among them the 
17tbConnecticnt regiment entire, with its 
colonel, lientenant colone), and adjutant, The 
towering form of thegga!lant Jones was seen 
at this time surrounded by a crowd. His 


right arm bad been shot off, and on account of 


the severe shock and the loss of blood had to 
be borne from the field. The day had been 
won, Charcellor’s house was on fire and the 
men were busy carrying hund«ceds of prisoners 
to the rear, while Hooker was beisg pressed 
on al] sides and seekinr refuge across the Rap- 
pohannock. Nobraver map, or a more de- 
voted confederate went to the front to illus- 
trate Georgia, and but for this very unfortu- 
nate wound he would have received that pro- 
motion he so justly earned, Heis one of the 
vice presidents of the Sd Georgia survivors 
association, and is affectionately remembered 
by every member of that historiccommand.

The Policy ef the Weatern and Atlantic Towards 
ite #mployes-The Marietta audNorth #eor- 
gia~A Golden Roadbsd Ballasted With 
Marble-A Railroad ravefer.

The Kennesaw Route Gavotte for Ortober 
bas an article on the employes of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad which is full of interest. 
Itis a well known fact that the policy of the 
Western and Atlantic towards its employes 
makes them members of one big family, al! of 
them feeling a personal, almost affectionate 
interest in the road. The officers of the Wes- 
tern and Atlantic are far-seeing men, They 
so conduct the affairs of the road that the em- 
ployes would be less than men not todischarge 
their duties to the letter and with enthusi: 
asm, The Gazette article is ag follows: 


There is not, probably, another railroad in 
America whose employes, as. well as officers, seem 
to feel fo much of a pertonal and prop ry in- 
terest in the road as in the case with the Western 
and Atlantic. long association with and ob- 
servation of the men on the Western and Atlautic, 
we yenture the opinion that we understand the 
situation very well in that respect. 

In times of prosperity, when there is a big rush of 
business, the men, from firemen and brakemen up 
to the yard master and master mechinist, seem in 
the best of bumor—not only about the road, but 
with each other; whereas, on occasion of the 
Froctor’s :

ebout the first of April ofthe »resent year, we 
noticed how the very couvtenances of the men 
seemed to indicate their thoughts, On arrival at 
the rcene of action, or ratber at the point of inter- 
Tupiion, one could see the grave looks of auxiety 
on the faces, not only of engineers and conductors, 
but of irain-beids and porters, Lyery one seemed 
desirous of doing something with “his hands to 
he lp.repair the d2mage, and no one seemed afraid 
that he would do something which was “not lu 
his department,.”’ 

It baslong been a matter of:comment that an 
employe of the Western and Atlantic scarcely ever 
leayes the road totake merely an eqnal position 
on another road, There has alwaysgut to be pro- 
motion acquired. bythe change, orelse he will 
make pone. Unless. hecan «make sqmething by 

oing, ‘The Western and Atlantic is. good enoug 
or mé,”’ is the general comment. 

Over twelve per cent of the pre: ent employes of 
the Western and Atlantic railroad have been inthe 
continuous ferviceof the 1oad.for ever ffteon 
yeers. Severalofits mén have passed over thirty 
years in its serylce, 

it bas been taid oftthe Western and Atlantic,that 
it is not a good road tora new man to get a good 
position on, The reason for thisis that good posi- 
tions are acquired. by promotion. Nearly every 
man or boy who entersthe service of the Westera 
and Atlantic railroad “begins atthe: bottom.’ In 
the machine shops, for instance, a fifteen year old 
boy Will start in as a ‘‘helper,”’ at a sa’ary of ti ty 
cebis perday, His task wiil provably for a short 
peticd be merely to help some blacksmith io the 
elementary parts of his* work. Within a few 
months, howeyer, his salary is increased a little, 
ard if scme one ele hasbeen promoted, when his 
t@me comes he is given a betier position. After 
having been in the shopsin various capacities fur 
probably two or three years or more, he fs put on 
an engine torun asa fireman, In this position he 
will probably pass three or four years, and will 
then be put in charge of oneofthe big iron mon- 
aiers whose labor is not omly a benefit but even ye:

In this way it will be seén that "before he takes 
charge of an «ngine be has practically learned 
how to build an engine, and he has also run over 
the road so often that he has learned where every 
pubiic and private crossing Its. He has learned 
where every grace is, and, cousequently, he 
knows exactly where to put his engine out for a!l 
she is worih ia the way of using exertion to climb 
gredcs, or he knows just where to shut off steam 
end ict herown momentum carry her forward,

By this means also,” ag ove of the firemen was 
telling us, ‘‘the men onthe W. & A. all under- 
stand one another. Now, for instance, if we star:

SHOOTING INTO A TRAIN 


A GANG OF DESPERATB NEGROES 
DO SOME S&RIOUS WORK, 


* 


A Party of Bleven Negroes Board an Air Line 
Train at Spartanburg and Attempt to Ride 
Without Peying the Fare--The Oon- 
ductor Has Trouble With Them. 


‘I got five of them, andI have acquired 
evidence enough to convict the entire gang,” 
said Detective H. R. Fellers, as he handed his 
valise toa small boy atthe union passenger 
depot yesterday morning. 

The detective had just returned from South 


Carolina. 

On the night of the nineteenth of Septem- 
ber last, when the Air-Line passenger train 
reached Spartanburg, 8. C., a party of eleven 
negro men boarded the train. The darkies 
were all young, well dressed, and as they «n- 
tered the train were orderly and quiet, but 
they were all desperate, lawless characters, 28 
was shown by their conduct after the train 
left Spartanburg. When the darkies boarded 
the train they went into the smoking car and 
congregated near the front endtof the car, 
where they ta’ked quietly untilthe train 

ulled away from Spartauburg. Conductor 
eonay was in charge of the 
and had seen the crowd 
Soon after the train started out he entered 
the coach and approaching the darkies asked 
for tickets. Severalof the negroes at once 
began crowding the aiele, so that the condac: 
tor found it impossible to make his way 
through the train. Those who were next to 
the conductor declined to pay their fare. Con- 
@uctor Mooney quickly comprehended the 
situaticn. He knewthat the negroes were 
crowding around him hoping to prevent him 
from getting through or collecting the fares, 
He began arguing the matte: with the negroos, 
and finally threatened to put them off if they 
did not pay up. Toe darkies laughed at the 
threat, and Conductor Mooney reached upand 
pulled the bell cord. As the conductor grabbed 
the cord one of the darkies caughf his hand, 
saying: 

ay, you pull that cord I’}l kill you.” 

But the negro was too late. The condactor 
hed pulled the cord, andin a half a minute 
the engineer began slacking the train up in 
respoi se tothe rignal. By the timethe train 
stopped the darkies were all around the con- 
cuctor, and ashe started towards the door 
through which he had entered the coach, he 
foond bis progress arrested by the desperate, 
determined negroes who declined to give way. 
Conductor Mooney wasas determined as the 
negroes, however, and notwithstanding the fact 
that he was alone against the eleven, he said: 

“Stand aside! Let me pass you. You must 
pay your fare or getoff”’ 

“We won’t do either,” said one of the ne- 
groes, as the crowd began to press closer to tha 
conductor. 

Just then ore of the train hands in a coach 
in front of the smoker, who was on his way to 
the cenductor to ascertain the cause of the 
stop, entered the coach and was quickly made 
scquainted with the situation. The train 
band hurried forward again and securing heip 
returned tothecondugor. As he entered the 
coach one of the negroes was in the act of puil- 
ing the bell cord. Springing back to the plat- 
form thetrain hand caught the cord where it 
was spliced and unhooked it before the darky 
could ring the bell. Then with those who 
were with him be liberated the conductor, 
who again demanded tickets. The negroes 
repeated their refusal io pay, and then Con- 
ductor Mooney ordered them to leave the 
train. They refuscd to do so, saying: 

“We will killthe man who touches one of 
ns.” 
The crowd was a desperate one, and as the 
conductor started forward a haif dozen pistols 
were drawn. The passengers in the coach 
became frightened, and fearing that some of 
them might be hurt, the conductor climbed 
upon a seat and said: 

“If any one wants to leave the coach he can 
do 20, but let him be quick.” 

Several men hurried out the door nearest to 
them, and afterthey were out Conductor 
Mooncy descended from the seat, and ap: 
proaching the crowd, caught the darky near- 
est him. He wasclosely followed by the1iwo 
train hancs, eacho{f whom collared a negro, 
Then as ifimpelled by the same power, the 
railroad men began pushing the darkies 
towards the door. The negroes were stont 
and resisted, but the railroadera were equally 
strong, and, although expecting to hear the 
report of the pistol and feel the sting of the 
bullet every second, they pushed 
on until they got the men 
off the train. Then leaving one man on the 
platform to keep them off the conductor and 
one train hand re-entered the car and gath- 
ered another darky each. This time they 
had notrouble in ejecting the men. The 
negroes had seen thatthe conductor was de- 
termined to unlead them, and as the 
second detachment owas pushed to- 
wards the door the remaining six 
followed and got off As the last darky 
left the platform, however, they opened fire 
upon the conductor and the train hands who 
were yet standing on the platform. The bul- 
lets whizzed close about the men’s headsas 
the engineer in obedience to the tap ofthe bell 
started ont. As the train rolled away, the ne- 
groes continued to fire, and as the sleeper wént 
by the gang, they sent bullets into it, six of 
which made their mark. 

As soon as the conductor reached the next 
station he made out a written report of the 
affair, which was transmitted tothe general 
maneger ofthe road atonce. Immediately 
aiter receiving tno information, Saperinten- 
dent Berkeley sent for Detective Fellera ani 
put him upon the. cage. The de- 
tective went at once to Spartanburg 
bout was unable to ascertain the names 
of any of the negroes, neither could Condacior 
Meoney give him any information of valus. 
The negroes had become alarmed at their work 
and mapeged to keep themselves unknown. 
Detective Fellers, however, felt certain that 
he could unrayel the matter, and with that 
slow, tireless pace which is pecaliarly his 
own, he went to work. On Monday 
lest he seured the names of ths 

eutire party, and then ascertained that every 
one of them bed been in Spartanburg on the 
night of the 19th of September. After be- 
coming convinced that be had the right par- 
ties the detective began locating them. He 
found that they were scattered all over Spar- 
tanburg county, and on Wednesday organiza2d 
a vartty to undertake their arrest. Torat 
night they managed to ar- 
rest five of the ging, 
and the next morning captured two more. 
The detective worked thercase very quietly, 
but Wednesday night when he started out to 
make the arrests some of the negroes ascer- 
tained what was going on and runners were 
sent cut to notify the guilty parties. The offi- 
cers learned of this, «nd increasing their speed, 
eecured five of the men. The 
leader of the gang, a very  desper: 
ate negro, however, escaped, he 
officers went to his house and found him out. 
They felt satisfied that he had fheard of their 
coming, and had skipped, and were in the act 
of leaving when they were fired upon. The 
officere returned the fire, guided in their aim 
by the direction from which the report came, 
and es they fired some one yelled: 

“Oh, Lordy! Ob, Lordy!” 

Following the sound of the voice the offi ‘ers 
dashed off, hoping to catch the man who had 
fired upon them, but he esca Detective 
Fellers, however, thinks he “was badly 
wounced, On Thursday morning they sut- 
cecdcd in arresting two more--two boys, and 
that cay the seven were taken before a trial 
justice, end after a carefal investigation 
were required to give bond for their 
appearance. The evidence against them was 
almost conclusive. The names of those who 
were errested were John Ryals, Miles Burton, 
Elias Marton, Will Mayfield, Smilie McMecan, 
Tom Wheeler, Abiam Wheeler. . 

The last two are the boys. 

The railroad officials are very much pleased 
with Detective Feilers’ work, and the detec- 
tive naturally and justifiedly feels a little 
proud himself.

"POLICE SCOOPINGS. — 


WHAT THE MEN IN BLUE HAD TO 
DO YESTERDAY. 


Jim Gann Falls Out With His Brother-in-Liw and 
Gets Into Trouble—A Negro Boy interferes 
With the Fire Department—A Man 
Knocked on the Head—Etc., Bte.. 


Jim Gann, the professional bird killer, and 
at one time water shed guardian, was a guest 
at police headquarters all night last night, 

Gann was entertained as a state prisoner. 

Yesterday afternoon Gann was feeling bad, 
and thinking a little liquor would do him 
good, purchased as smalia quantity «s the 
law would allow. The liquor changed Gann’s 
feeling quickly and radically, and ina few 
minutes he was ready a fight or a frolic. 
When Gann’s feelings leaned mostly towards 
ghting, his brother-in-law, aman named 
Lovenger, passed out Peters street in a wagon, 
Gann caught sight of Lovenger, and wishing 
to inquire after the hea'th of his family, fol- 
lowed him into Jamestown, where he over- 
took the wagon, Lovenger quickly discovered 
Gann’s condition, and attempted to get away 
from him. Gann would not submit to the 
quick separation, and in order to prevent it 
jerked out his pocket knife and began to cat 
the harness from Lovenger’s horse. Loveuger 
sprang from his wagon, and the two mon en. 
gaged in a desperate fight. The fight at- 
tracted the attention of quite a number of 
people, who succeeded in separating the 
brothers-in-law before either one was serious- 
ly hurt. A messenger was sent for an officer, 
and Patrolmen Stro1d and Christophine re- 
sponded. Bya carefal investigation of the 
cate they became convinced that Gann was 
wholly at fault, and arrested him. They 
permitted Lovinger to go his way. Loviager 
was not hurt in the fight, but Gann received 
a slight knife wound in his hand, 

He Was Knocked on the Head, 

Harry Coleman and Biil Wofford, two negro 
men, fell out yesterday afternoon on Wheat 
street, near Valentine, and engaged in a fight, 
The origin of the quarrel is not known. The 
result may prove fatal to Wofford. During 
the ight Wofford proved too much for Cols. 
man and gave him a soundthrashing. After 
the fight was over and Wofford was walking 
away, Coleman picked up a large rock, which 
hetbhrew at Wofford, Thestone struck Wofford 
on the back 6f the head and knocked him 
senseless. Several persons witnessed the 
lick and ran to Wofford, whom 
they picked up and carried to his 
bome. On the back of his head 
they found an ugly wound from which the 
blood was flowing freely. A messenger was 
sent fora physician and Dr. Huss responded. 
He found that the negro’s skull had been 
fractured pretty badly, and stated that the 
wound was quite dangerous. The matter was 
reported at police headquarters, and last night 
Patrolmen Moncrieff and Cunningham suc- 
ceeded in arresting Coleman, who is now 
under lock and key at police headquarters. 
Coleman has been wanted by the police de- 
partment for some time past. Several weeks 
ago be was serving a sentence in the city 
stockade and escaped. Since then the police 
have been after him, but he has managed to 
keep cut of the way until laet night. 

He Raised a Racket at a Fire. 

W. BR, Joyner, chief of the fire department, 
last night sent a request to police headquar- 
ters for thearrest of Elbert Gibson, a negro 
nan. Gibson was wanted for interfering with 
a fireman. Yesterday afternoon, during the 
fiie on Bell street, one of the firemen, who 
was handling a small extinguisher, passed 
near Gibson and some water struck the dar- 
ky. Gibson was not pleased with the water, 
and began ebusing the fireman, following him 
about in order to make sure that he was heard. 
Finally the fireman turned aboutand knocked 
Gibson down. This infuriated the 
negro, and he turned his attention 
to the entire department. He ran about among 
the firemen’ abusing them and greatly inter- 
fering with their work. The firemen stood 
the negro as long as possible and then turning 
thestream upon -him gave him a thorough 
drenching. Theinstantthe water struck the 
negro he skipped out. After Chief Joyner’s 
note was received at police headquarters the 
entire department was instructed to keep a 
lookout for Gibson, and just before one o’clock 
this morning Patrolmen Moncrief and Con: 
ningham suceceedad in arresting him at his 
home. Gibson was locked up. 


She is Charged With Larceny. 

Julia Pope, a negro woman, was arrested 
yesterday by Patrolman Abbott upon a war- 
rant charging her with larceny after trast. 
The complainant is Eliza Scott. The Scott 
woman alleges that the prisoner called to see 
her at her house, and as a guest was given 
the freedom of the house, The Pope woman’s 
visit extended through several days, and 
after she left the Scott woman ascertained 
that her trunk had been broken open and $7 
in mouey had been stolen therefrom. The 
money bas not been recovered. The prisoner 
denies the charge preferred against her, and 
says she will beable to establish her innocence 
when the case is investigated. 


He Has Been Released. 

The man who was arrested a few nights ago 
because he was loitering around the Seals 
seminary, on Loyd street, was released from 
the city prison yesterday. The man gave his 
name as James Jones when he was arrested, 
but the officer; are satisfied that it is not his 
right name. The prisoner would not talk 
during his confinement in the city prison, 
except to say that he had a perfect right to 
walk about the streets at will. The officers 
who have been investigating the attempt to 
nee chioreform at the seminary, have not been 
able to escertain anything definite, neither 
we - they able to implicate the prisoner in the 
WoOlK.
